Our 
panelists  and  their  areas  include  Mr.  Kenneth  Gross 
on  education,  Mr.  Ron  Zak  on  economics,  Mr. 
Martin  Vieth  on  physical  recreation,  Mrs.  Ruth 
Duty  on  fashion,  and  the  Rev.  James  Auth  on 
religion. 

Mr.  Gross  is  Associate  principal  in  charge  of  cur- 
riculum and  teachers,  and  a  biology  and  physiology 
teacher.  Mr.  Zak  is  a  government  teacher  and  a 
coach.  Mr.  Vieth  heads  both  the  counseling  and 
athletic  departments,  and  coaches.  Mrs.  Duty  is 
head  of  the  home  economics  department.  Father 
Auth  is  Associate  principal  in  charge  of  religious 
education.  Ready  again?  Start.

"It  seems  that 
educational  en- 
deavors swing  as  a 
pendulum  from 
one  type  of  phil- 
osophy to  another. 
Most  of  us  are 
familiar  with  the 
words  author- 
itative, permissive,  integrative,  or  evaluative  education. 
Many  people,  parents  and  teachers  especially,  feel  that  the 
pendulum  has  swung  past  its  normal  axis  in  education,  and 
that  schools  are  now  in  uncharted  territory  drifting  aim- 
lessly along.  I  disagree. 

What  has  been  happening  the  past  few  years  in  edu- 
cation? In  my  estimation,  the  two  main  thrusts  have  been: 
first,  the  acceptance  and  development  of  change,  literally 
an  evolution  of  education.  Second,  the  realization  that  the 
student  will  be  involved  in  the  'shaping  of  his  destiny.' 

There  is  much  evidence  regarding  change.  Curriculum 
development,  teacher  training,  student  evaluation, 
student-faculty  representation  in  school  planning  are  prime 
examples. 

Finally,  the  student.  No  time  in  history  has  ever  wit- 
nessed a  greater  awareness  on  the  part  of  young  people 
concerning  social,  economic,  and  educational  ills.  Never 
has  so  much  information  been  available  to  so  many.  And 
never  have  they  been  able  to  implement  this  concern  and 
knowledge  as  they  have  in  the  past  two  or  three  years.  To 
me  these  are  two  healthy  signs:  the  acceptance  of  change 
and  the  implementation  of  student  concern."

year  they  were  the 

accepted  thing.  With  the  mini  skirt  being  in  style,  many 

girls  felt  better  sitting  in  classes  in  pant  dresses. 

The  hemline  stayed  at  the  bottom  of  the  skirt  but  the 
bottom  of  the  skirt  went  up  to  four  or  five  inches  above 
the  knee.  Mini  skirts  were  the  topic  of  many  conver- 
sations during  the  year.  Some  felt  they  looked  good  and 
modern  and  were  a  reflection  of  freedom,  while  others  felt 
the  mini  skirts  were  an  indecent  exhibition  that  should  not 
be  allowed. 

Knits,  from  the  fluid  jerseys  to  the  textured  double 
knits  are  what  happened  in  fabrics.  Supple,  fluid,  re- 
laxed—girls wore  what  made  them  feel  most  comfortable. 
Prints  were  everywhere.   The  key  feeling  was  geometric, 


frequently  referred  to  as  art  deco.  Paisleys  abounded.  The 
crochet  look  in  knits  was  big  news.  Long  knitted  vests 
were  popular  during  the  cold  months.  Stripes  were  racing 
around  in  either  cotton  or  polyester,  opaque  or  see- 
through— it  mattered  not,  just  so  it  was  knitted. 

The  color  spread  was  gorgeous— cranberry,  mauvy 
pinks,  lilacs,  true  blues,  aqua,  clean  and  fresh  green,  and 
Americana  combinations  of  red,  white,  and  blue.  The  boys 
wore  more  color  than  ever  before.  Bright  striped  or  plaid 
bellbottoms  in  every  color  were  the  things  to  wear.  The 
men's  ties  turned  brighter  and  wider.  Students  in  Mr.  Zak's 
government  classes  didn't  like  his  narrow  ties  so  they  had 
fun  selecting  a  new  wardrobe  of  loud,  wide  ties  for  him. 
Colorful  scarves,  long  or  triangular,  went  everywhere,  over 
everything. 

1970  fashions  were  candidly  free,  supple,  fluid,  relaxed, 
comfortable.  There  was  no  one  right  way.  Lengths  were 
form  mini  to  midi  to  maxi.  Many  girls  wore  maxi  coats 
with  mini  skirts  on  cold  days.  Dress  shapes  were  slender, 
but  not  skinny,  with  a  definite  softness.  The  chemise  re- 
turned in  a  mood  of  naturalness,  including  waist,  bust, 
shoulders.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  flare  and  pleats,  espec- 
ially from  hips  to  hemline.

Rev.  John  Thomas, 
second  principal, 
makes  promise 
to  maintain 
quality  education

Along  with  many 
changes,  curricular  and 
extracurricular,  athletic  and 
academic,  came  one  which 
could  not  pass  without 
recognition  on  the  part  of 
the  faculty  or  students:  the 
big  switch  in  the  adminis- 
tration at  Cardinal  Stritch 
High  School. 

The  Rev.  John  A. 
Thomas,  a  former  teacher, 
was  appointed  principal  to 
replace  Monsignor  Michael 
J.  Walz,  who  was  assigned 
to  St.  Joseph's  parish  in 
Tiffin,  Ohio. 

Two  assistant  principals, 
the  Rev.  John  Nowak  and 
Sister  M.  Rosaria,  OSF, 
were  also  given  new  assign- 
ments: Father  Nowak  went 
to  Calvert  High  School, 
Tiffin,  Ohio,  and  Sr. 
Rosaria  to  St.  Clare 
Academy,    Sylvania,    Ohio. 

Replacing  Father  Nowak 
was  the  Rev.  James  Auth, 
who  assumed  the  title  of 
associate  principal  in  charge 
of  religious  education. 

Sister  M.  Jerome,  OSF, 
was  named  associate  princi- 
pal for  administration. 
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During  the  second 
semester,  Mr.  Kenneth 
Gross  was  named  associate 
principal  in  charge  of  cur- 
riculum and  teachers.  He  is 
the  first  layman  to  attain  an 
administrative  position  at 
Stritch,  the  second  to  be 
appointed  to  such  a 
position  in  the  Toledo  area 
Catholic  high  school 
system. 

To  insure  smoother  ad- 
ministrative operation,  a 
Faculty  Executive  Board 
was  formed.  The  board  con- 
sisted of  the  principal,  three 
associates,  director  of  stu- 
dent activities,  Rev.  Robert 
Donnelly;  Sister  M.  Sheila, 
OSF,  sisters'  representative; 
and  Miss  Irene  Willman, 
female  lay  teachers'  repre- 
sentative. Mr.  Gross  served 
as  male  lay  teachers'  repre- 
sentative. 

During  the  year,  the 
membership  of  the  Dis- 
ciplinary Board  was 
changed  twice  in  an  attempt 
to  democratize  its  makeup. 

The  first  change  had  two 
student-elected  represen- 
tatives added.  They  were 
Dave  Slesinski,  a  senior,  and 


Mike  A.  Schmidt,  a  junior. 

The  second  change  had 
two  student-elected  faculty 
members  added,  Sister 
Carol  Ann,  OSF,  and  Miss 
Willman. 

Mr.  Gross  also  continued 
in  his  duties  as  discipli- 
narian and  head  of  the  Dis- 
ciplinary Board. 

Along  with  the  change  in 
Stritch  principals  there  was 
also  a  change  in  Stritch 
principles. 

More  student  freedom 
was  to  be  the  rule.  But  was 
it?  Father  Thomas  was 
often  quoted  on  his  policy 
to  abolish  a  "kings  and 
slaves"  system. 

One  of  the  new  policies 
most  frequently  discussed 
was  the  new  dress  code,  or 
the  lack  of  one.  Student 
attire  was  left  up  to 
parental  discretion. 

Although  the  code  was 
revised  supposedly  to  allow 
new  freedoms,  some  of  the 
faculty  issued  warnings  to 
students  restricting  the  very 
fashions  which  the  new  re- 
visions could  possibly  have 
allowed,  if  left  up  to 
parents. 


So  that  all  students 
could  participate  in  clubs, 
Fr.  Thomas  arranged  to 
have  an  activities  period 
once  a  month  during  the 
regular  school  hours.  Each 
student  joined  the  club  of 
his  choice  and  could  be 
active  in  a  club  without  hav- 
ing to  stay  after  school, 
thereby  missing  a  ride  home 
by  school  bus. 

As  in  any  case  of  experi- 
mentation  and  change, 
some  of  the  new  policies 
worked  and  some  didn't. 

There  are  pros  and  cons 
to  any  situation.  Many  of 
the  new  policies  worked  out 
well,  a  few  not  so  well,  and 
a  few  were  ignored. 

Old  traditions  were  up- 
held along  with  the  new, 
and  Stritch  students  were 
urged  to  "talk  up  Stritch." 

The  new  policies,  admin- 
istration,  faculty,  and, 
according  to  Fr.  Thomas, 
"the  best  student  body  that 
ever  was,"  strove  not  to 
create  an  entirely  new 
Stritch,  but  to  renovate  the 
old  one  into  something 
which  would  make  the  area 
take  notice  in  all  aspects. 


'Msgr.  Walz  left ...  a  tradition  of  excellence  .  . 


On  September  13,  1969,  Monsignor  Michael  J. 
Walz  died.  A  friend,  the  founder,  and  a  believer  in 
Stritch,  the  Monsignor  dedicated  his  life  to  Stritch 
and  we  think  a  lot  was  taken  out  of  his  life  when  he 
left.  For  historical  purposes  we  reprint  his  obituary 
which  appeared  in  the  September  13,  1969,  issue  of 
The  Blade. 

"Msgr.  Michael  J.  Walz,  60,  pastor  of  St. 
Joseph's  Church  in  Tiffin  for  three  months 
and  first  principal  of  Cardinal  Stritch  High 
School,  Oregon,  died  early  today  in  Mercy 
Hospital,  Tiffin,  of  a  heart  ailment.

"Monsignor  Walz  was  ordained  a  priest  in 
1935  in  ceremonies  at  Holy  Rosary 
Cathedral  conducted  by  the  then  Bishop 
Karl  J.  Alter,  now  retired. 

"He  was  assigned  to  St.  Peter's  Parish  in 
Mansfield  the  same  year,  remaining  until 
1939. 

"Assigned  to  graduate  school  at  Fordham 
University  in  1939,  he  took  a  master's 
degree  in  education  two  years  later. 

"In  August,  1943,  Monsignor  Walz  be- 
came assistant  pastor  at  St.  Wendelin  Church 
in  Fostoria. 

"After  seven  years  he  was  named  assistant 
at  Central  Catholic  High  School  here.  Still 
retaining  the  school  post,  he  was  assigned  to 
St.  Michael's  Church  here  as  assistant  pastor 
in  September,  1953. 

"He  was  named  chaplain  at  Notre  Dame 
Academy  in  1959,  still  retaining  his  post  as 
assistant  principal  at  Central  Catholic.

"Monsignor  Walz  was  appointed  first 
principal  of  Cardinal  Stritch  High  School  on 
Sept.  6,  1961.  Much  of  the  groundwork  and 
later  organization  of  the  new  school  was 
credited  to  him. 

"While  he  was  at  Cardinal  Stritch,  Mon- 
signor Walz  also  served  as  assistant  pastor  at 
Good  Shepherd  Church  here  and  returned  to 
Notre  Dame  Academy  as  chaplain  in  June, 
1968.  On  Aug.  20,  1969,  he  was  assigned  to 
St.  Joseph's  in  Tiffin  as  pastor." 

Services  were  at  10:30  a.m.  the  following 
Monday  in  St.  Joseph's  Church,  Tiffin,  with 
burial  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Defiance.

''You  move  like  a 
broken-down  truck  horse!" 

These  words  were 
bellowed  loudly  by  Sheri- 
dan Whiteside  as  the  curtain 
rose  on  the  Cardinal  Stritch 
production  of  "The  Man 
Who  Came  to  Dinner,  pre- 
sented April  24,  25,  and  26 
in  the  school  auditorium. 

The  story  involves  White- 
side, a  television  and  radio 
personality,  who  comes  as  a 
guest  to  the  Stanley  home 
in  Meselea,  Ohio. 

The  Stanleys  are  forced 
to  keep  their  guest  for  some 
weeks  after  the  dinner  due 
to  an  injury  he  receives 
upon  leaving  their  home. 

The  people,  typical 
God-fearing  mid-westerners, 
are  electrified  by  White- 
side's fame  and  soon  he  is 
running  the  lives  of  many  of 
the  townspeople. 

Whiteside  tends  to  wear 
out  his  welcome  in  the 
Stanley  home  by  his  fre- 
quent long-distance  tele- 
phone calls,  streams  of 
visitors,  his  encouragement 
to  the  Stanley  children  to 
dissent,  and,  in  general,  his 
boorish  behavior. 


As  his  meddling  con- 
tinues, Whiteside  finds  him- 
self the  cause  of  a  love  tri- 
angle as  he  interferes  in  the 
life  of  his  secretary  Maggie 
Cutler  and  dangles  the 
future  of  Bert  Jefferson,  a 
newsman. 

The  final  act  naturally 
brings  about  the  reunion  of 
the  lovers  and  proves  that 
Sheridan,  Whiteside,  like 
Machiavelli,  feels  that  "the 
end  justifies  the  means." 

The  cast  consisted  of  the 
five  lead  characters  plus 
some  25  minor  and  walk-on 
parts. 

For  the  students,  por- 
traying   Kaufmann    and 

Hart's  famous  characters 
was  a  big  step. 

The  sets,  designed  and 
created  under  the  direction 
of  Sister  Jane  Mary,  OSF, 
and  the  art  department,  set 
the  scene  for  the  action. 

What  went  on  at  the  five 
weeks  of  rehearsals  made 
the  show  what  it  was— quite 
a  success  according  to  quick 
snatches  of  conversation  at 
intermissions  and  after- 
wards. 
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Members  of  the  cast  of  "The  Man  Who  Came  to  Dinner"  either  relax 
while  taking  a  break,  give  a  last  minute  study  to  lines  not  yet 
memorized,  or  wait  for  cues  during  an  off-stage  rehearsal  period.

Although  not  listed  as  a 
musical,  the  production  did 
incorporate  music  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Robert 
Stevens,  music  department 
head. 

The  three  people  who 
worked  for  effects  both 
backstage  and  on  stage— the 
director,  Mr.  Thomas 
Quinn;  the  student  director, 
senior  Joan  West;  and  the 
assistant  student  director/ 
stage  manager,  senior  Tom 
Ringenbach— were  responsi- 
ble for  the  entire  pro- 
duction's smoothness. 

For  those  students  who 
were  in  any  way  concerned 
with  a  cast  or  crew,  the  play 


involved  much  more  than 
the  short  three  nights  of 
performance. 

On  opening  night,  as  the 
cast  and  crews  gathered  for 
a  meditation  before  the  per- 
formance, Father  Robert 
Donnelly,  director  of  stu- 
dent activities,  said,  "You 
will  never  be  so  close  again 
to  each  other  as  you  are 
now." 

The  unity  of  the  cast  and 
crews,  the  cooperation 
among  the  faculty,  and  the 
support  of  the  entire  stu- 
dent body  all  seemed  to 
make  "Dinner"  another  suc- 
cessful mark  in  Stritch 
drama  history.

Spirit— the  most  talked- 
about  subject,  the  object  of  so 
much  controversy,  was  the 
word  around  Cardinal  Stritch 
High  School  this  year.  Chances 
are,  if  you  were  anywhere 
around  you  probably  got  more 
than  just  a  little  tired  of  hearing 
about  it.

description  could  not  ring  true 
when  it  came  right  down  to  it? 

In  spite  of  the  rallies  and 
posters,  the  confetti  and  cheer- 
ing, there  were  those  who  felt 
that  an  air  of  apathy  seemed  to 
dominate  Cardinal  Stritch  this 
year. 

Stritch  Pride  and  Cardinal 
Power,  to  those  who  invented 
the  terms,  the  student  body, 
meant  a  lot  more  than  scream- 
ing at  a  pep  rally  or  game,  more 
than  making  a  poster  or  waving 
a  red  and  black  stick.  Spirit  was 
supposed  to  be  an  interest  and 
enthusiasm  in  anything  that  in 
any  way  concerned  the  source 
of  pride,  Cardinal  Stritch  High 
School. 

Did  it? 

The  past  year  brought  about 
the  first  annual  Cotillion, 
upheld  and  made  what  it  was 
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The  question:  Did  technique  kill  spontaneity? 


by  great  student  support; 
homecoming;  the  games  and 
dances;  the  large  student 
representation  at  Msgr. 
Michael  Walz's  funeral. 

These  were  a  few  of  the 
sparks  that  kindled  the 
flame  of  Stritch  spirit.  But 
was  there  an  extinguisher  of 
apathy  which  attempted  to 
squelch  Cardinal  power? 

The  year  also  brought,  as 
usual,  the  games  that  were 
lost  which  some  said  could 
as  easily  have  been  won, 
meetings  that  were  un- 
attended and  many  Student 
Council  plans  that  never 
were,  all  because  of  that 
one  little  word— spirit. 


Whether  you  had  it  or 
not,  spirit  could  not  be 
ignored.  Students  were 
made  aware  of  it  by  those 
who  were  to  instill  it,  the 
Cardinal  cheerleaders. 

i\t  a  rally,  the  cheer- 
leaders bounded  about  the 
gym,  making  spashes  of 
color  with  their  bright  uni- 
forms . 

At  football  games,  they 
were  obvious  examples  of 
good  spirit,  risking 
pneumonia  and  laryngitis  to 
perform  their  intricate 
rituals. 

But  as  time  wore  on, 
some  began  to  feel  that  the 


technique  spoiled  the 
spontaneity  of  really  zestful 
spirit. 

Stamina  and  a  good 
mental  attitude  were 
obvious  requirements  for  a 
cheerleader.  By  developing 
new  chants  and  cheers,  the 
cheerleaders  tried  to  boost 
spirit.  Whether  or  not  they 
did  was  determined  by  the 
responses  they  received. 

The  pros  and  cons  of  this 
issue,  as  with  any,  must 
both  be  considered.

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THE  ATHLETE 
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by  Larry  Critch 

AN  ATHLETE  ...  a  man  or 
woman  competing  in  an  event  in- 
volving skill  and  sportsmanship. 

Football,  basketball,  wrest- 
ling, baseball,  track,  and  golf  are 
only  a  few  among  the  many  such 
events  involving  athletes.  In  each, 
sweat,  bruises,  and  bumps  are 
frequent  due  to  the  desire  and 
drive  of  the  participants.  Striving 
to  overcome  the  opposition,  the 
athlete  gives  body  and  soul  to 
gain  victory.  In  football  the  ath- 
lete may  suffer  more  from  a  loss 
of  yardage  than  he  does  from  a 
cut  or  a  bruise. 

The  athlete  sacrifices  a  great 
deal  of  time  when  he  participates 
in  group  athletics.  Early  in  the 
year,  oftentimes  when  fans  are 
busy  keeping  up  to  date  on  some 
other  sport,  the  athlete  is  work- 
ing hard  in  preparation  for  the 
coming  season.  Stritch  football 
players  give  up  half  of  their  sum- 
mers in  order  to  get  into  shape 
for  next  fall's  season. 

From  talking  with  a  wrestler, 
one  finds  that  his  sacrifice  may 
be  a  wonderful  home-cooked 
meal.  In  its  place:  a  piece  of 
grapefruit  and  a  bowl  of  salad. 
This  is  what  marks  the  athlete: 


dedication.  Dedication  in  an 
athlete  may  mean  the  difference 
between  the  bench  and  the  start- 
ing lineup.  The  star  isn't  born 
with  a  uniform  on;  he  earns  it! 
To  earn  that  uniform  he  had  to 
have  desire  enough  that  when  he 
was  playing,  he  was  going  to  give 
100  percent  and  10  percent 
more!  Agility,  speed,  accuracy, 
and  many  more  traits  needed  to 
be  a  good  athlete  must  be  prac- 
ticed. The  mile  runner  practices 
between  track  meets,  and  the 
baseball  player  does  use  his  glove 
other  than  at  baseball  games. 

We  must  realize  however, 
when  we  look  at  an  athlete,  that 
he  leads  a  double  life:  an  athletic 
life  and  a  social  life.  The  football 
player  is  not  a  24-hour  bruiser 
and  the  track  runner  doesn't  run 
everywhere  he  goes.  In  uniform 
the  athlete  takes  on  a  role,  the 
role  of  being  one  of  a  team  that 
is  doing  its  best  to  defeat  the 
other  team.  Out  of  uniform  the 
athlete  is  a  student,  or  an  after- 
school  worker.  Football  players, 
out  of  uniform,  are  usually  the 
level  headed  leaders  and  in  uni- 
form are  the  best  all  'round 
players!
